M.E.Otis  Extols 
Scholar  in  Talk 
To  Senior  Class 

Federal  Judge  Gives  Tine  Commence¬ 
ment  Address  To  Graduates — Pays 

Fine  Tribute  to  Former  Teacher,  Mr, 

Hawkins. 

"I,  summon  you  today  to  an  active 
lifo  of  scholarship  and  research.  Today 
I  extol  the  scholar.  Consider  his  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  world,  he,  the  trans¬ 
mitter  of  all  old  truth  and  discoverer 
of- all  new  thurth.” 

In  these  words  Judge  Morrill  E.  Otis 
of  Kansas  City,  urged  the  College 
graduating  class  to  a  continued  life 
of  scholarship  in  his  commencement 
address  given  to  a  capacity  auditorium 
Wednesday  morning.  His  addross  was 
well-timed,  interesting  and  contained 
much  food  for  thought.  - 

Mr.  Annett  played  . the  processional 
fcns^  the  members  of  tlio  graduating 
class  and  faculty  who  marched  from  the 
Residence  ,Hall  to  tho  College  auditor¬ 
ium.  Preceding  Mr.  Otis’  talk,  Miss 
Dvorak  played  in  a  pleasing  manner 
Yieuxtomps’  "Second  Concerto.” 

Judge  Otis  i«  a  graduate  of  the  Mary¬ 
ville  High  School  and  a  former  resi¬ 
dent  of  Nodaway  County.  During  his 
addresB  he  paid  a  high  and  well-de¬ 
served  tribute  to  Mr.  Hawkins,  our 
Latin  teacher,  who  was  superintendent 
of  the  Maryville  Schools  when  Mr.  Otis 
was  graduated. 

‘‘Professor  C.  A.  Hawkins  is  the 
greatest  teacher  I  ever  knew,”  said 
Judge  Otis.  ‘‘I  imagine  he  has  not  ac¬ 
cumulated  a  great  fortune  but  he  has 
enriched  the  live?  of  thousands  of  boys- 
and  girls  who  have  gone  out  from  his 
classrooms.” 

Mr.  Otis  discussed  the  friendships 
made  in  College.  He  described  the  clas¬ 
sical  friendships  made  wth  great  men 
and  women  of  past  ages,  the  friend¬ 
ships  made  with  members  of  the- facul¬ 
ty,  and  the  priceless  friendships  made 
with  classmates  and  students: ' 

.  .  .“This  is.. a  great  (lay;  in  the  lives 
of  the  members  of  the  graduating  class 
from  this  Colloge,  which,  under  such 
able  administration,  has-  made  such 
splendid  progress,  Mr.  Otis  continued. 
“Today  you  seniors  are  passing  from 
its  portals.  You  are  looking  back  to¬ 
day  over  these  four  years  and  looking 
forward  to  the  diverous  paths,  one  of 
which  you  .must  take.  This  is  a  niomen- 
tuous  hour  for  you,  who  are  about  to 
enter  tho  school  of  life.  I  know  of  no 
hour  Jor  day  more  significant  than 
graduation  unless  it-  was  the  first  day 
you  entered  school. 

“On  that  day  was  presented  to  you 
the  most  valuable  possessions  of  the 
human  race,  the  A,  B,  C’s  and.  the 
numerals  from  one  to  ten.  What  an¬ 
tique  compares  with  these  ‘symbols? 
.These  haVY  opened  to  us  tho  treasure 
chambers  of  the  world,  the  accumulated 
possessions  o$  civilization.' 

“These  symbols  have  mado  possiblo 
for  you  friendships  with  the  greatest 
spirits  of  tho  world.  He  who  has  not 
acquired  those  ancient  friendship's' have 
failed  to  possess  something  invaluable. 
Those  friendships  aro  one  of  the  great- 
contributions  of  College  lifp. 

'  “We  want  no  thin  veneer  of  cul¬ 
ture;  we  want  no  intellectual  nristoc- 
racy  of  special  privilege  j  wo  do  not 
seek  alono  increased  earning  capacity; 
We  seok  here  to  creatb  only  a;  genuine 
love  of  true  scholarship.” 

Following  his  address  Doan  Colbert 
presented  tho  graduating  class  to  Presi¬ 
dent  Lamkin.  In  addition  to  tho  dogreo 
graduates  thcro  were  G9  candidates  for 
the  thirtydiour  certificate  and  64  can¬ 
didates  for  tho  sixty-hour  certificates. 

."President  Lamkin  announced  that 
-Grace  Foster  who  won  the  A.  A.  U.  W. 
medal  for  the  highest  ranking  senior. 
He  also  announced  that  Paul  Stono, 
orator,  Richard  Baker,  extemporaneous 
speakor,  and  Byron  Beavers,  Floyd 
Cook,  Paul  Stono  and  Burdofto  Yeo,  de¬ 
baters,  would  bo  awarded  gold  medals 
for  participation  iu_^  inter-collegiate 
forensic  uctivitioB.  «Silver  medals  will 
bo  awardod  to  Clurence  Bush,  David 
Max,  Frod  Streot  and  Keith  Swishor 
for  dobate  work.  , 

.  The  commencement  exercises  woro 
closed  with  tho  singing  of.  “Alma 
hfater.”

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Seniors  Pause  In  Tribute

Traditional  Cane 
Of  Seniors  Given 
To  Junior  Class 


Grace  Graves,  Senior  President,  Pre¬ 
sents  Responsibility  Emblem  To  Bur¬ 
dette  Yeo,  Head  of  Junior  Class. 

Following  a  fourteen-year-old  cus¬ 
tom  the  Senior  Class  of  1920,  through 
its  president,  Grace  Graves,  presented 
the  class  of  -’27  with  tho  traditional 
senior  cane.  Tho  presentation  was  made 
just  before  the  class'  play  Tuesday  ev¬ 
ening. 

The' class  of  1913  originated  tho  cus¬ 
tom  of  the  cane,  a  symbol  of  leadership 
and  achievement.  Each,  year  the  cane 
is  presented  to  a  succeeding  class  a 
gold  hand,  engraved  with  the  class 
numeral,  is  added.  There  are  now.  thir¬ 
teen  bands  on  the  cane. 

Grace  Graves,  senior  president,  in 
presenting  the  cane  to  Burdette  Yeo, 
junior  president  said: 

'“‘The  senior  can  has  boon  a  tradition 
in  this.  College  for  tho  past  fourteen 
years.  It  wns  purchased  by  tho  grad¬ 
uates  of  1913,  and  since  that  time,  each 
senior  class  has  placed  a  gold  ring 
upon  tho  cane  before  presenting  it  to 
the  succeeding  Class. 

-  “Tho  ,cane  represents .  the  straight¬ 
forward  life  and  the  high  ideals  of 
our  College.  It  is  an  emblem  of  the 
strength,  high  character  and  honor  of 
tnis  institution,  It  is  a  symbol  .of 
leadership  and  responsibility.  Every 
senior  clas?  should  feel  honored  to  as¬ 
sume  tho  responsibility  of  its  care. 

“One  year  ago,  one  of  my  classmates, 
who  was  then  president  of  the  junior 
class,  accepted  the  cane ’  and  pledged 
our  olas3,  to  protect  tho  traditions,  to 
promote  the  high  ideals,  and  to  up¬ 
hold  tho  standards  of  tho  school.  I  am 
happy  tonight  to  say  that  tho  class 
1ms  striven  with  untiring  effort  to 
keep  this  pledge.  We  feel  that  wo  have 
performed  this  duty  to  tho  best  of  our 
ability.  'V 

“Now  it  has  become  my  privilege  to 
bequeath  this  cane  to  another  class.  I 
I  shall  ask  Mr.  Burdette  Yeo,  president 
of  the  Junior  class  to  come  to  the  plat¬ 
form.  Wo  havo  great  confidence  in  tho 
members  of  tho  class,  in  whoso  care  wo 
are  about*  to  place  tho  cane  with  its 
traditions.  Wo  know, they  are  worthy, 
therefore,  wo  do  not  hesistate  to  on- 
trust  the  cane  to  their  eare. 

“As  we  plac»  in  your  hands  'this 
symbol  of  leadership  and  responsibility 
we  charge  you  to  think  seriously  of  its 
meaning.  May  it  ever  remind  you  of  the 
dignity  and  rectitude  of  this  institu¬ 
tion.  Tho  circle  of  gold  which  we  have 
placed  upon  the  cane  is  not  so  large 
as  those  of  former  classes.  Tho  ring 
will  grow  smaller  with  each  succeeding 
class,  but  this  does  not  meau  a  lessen¬ 
ing  of  responsibility,  rather  it  means 
that  the  bends  of  fellowship  and  un¬ 
derstanding  are  tightening” and  becom¬ 
ing  a  unity  In  the  spirit  of  our  tradi¬ 
tions,  ’  . 

“When,  at  last,  some  class  of  tlio 
futuro  shall  tip  tho  cane  with  gold, 
may  the  idonls  which  it  syinbolizos  bo 
purified  and  refined  to  the  highest  de¬ 
gree.  Look  upoi^  this  cane  also  as  a 
symbol  of  tho  support  that  we,  the 
class  of  1926,  and  all  other'  alumni  rep¬ 
resented  by  tlio  thirteen  rings  and  the 
cane'  itself,  shaml  ovor  .ready  to  give 
you.  -  r  . 

“  As  you  receive  this  enuo  I  shall  ask 
yoii  fo  repeat  the  College  oath,*  pledg¬ 
ing  anew  tho  loyalty  of  your  class  to 
tho'oollege  and  ail. for,  which  it  stands.

Graduating  Class  Gifts  Presented  by 

Dorothy  Newsome  and  Martha  Ken¬ 
nedy — Book  Fund  Goes  To  Library. 

The  gift  of  the  Senior  Class  of  1926 
carries  out  tho  policy  of  the  class  of 

1925.  Last  year  the  Senior  class  con¬ 
ceived  the  idea  of  starting  a  permanent 
library  fund  and  a  sum  .  of  money  was 
given  as  a  nucleus  of  such  a  fund.  This 
year  the  senior  class  adds  to  that  fund 
which  is  to  be  a  permanent  one.  The 
interest  on  the  fund  is  to  be  spent  for 
new  books  for  the  library. 

The  gift  was  presented  by  Dorothy 
Newsome  speaking  on  behalf  of  her 
class.  Aiiss  Newsome  spoke  as  follows: 

“Years  ago  a  man  in  Germany  labor¬ 
ed  for  months  in  his  workshops  to  per- 
fost  a  .clock  that  would  chime  out  its. 
silvory  notes  to  tell  his  friends  of  the 
passing  of  the  hours. 

For  twenty  years  it  has  been  as  if  a 
great  clock  lias  chimed  ttho  passing  of 
each  graduating  class  from  the  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  Teachers  College: 
After  four  years  spont  in  preparing 
for  our  larger  life,  we,  the  class  of 

1926,  must  pass  from  our  small  world 
into  the  world  of  experience.  During  our 
stay  in  the  College,  friendships  have 
been  mado  and  bonds  have  been  formed 
that  wo  hope  our  passage  will  not 
break. 

“We  should  like  to  fell  as  we  go  out 
from  tho  College  that  wo  are  leaving 
something  hero  that  will  bind  us  more 
closely  to  the  students  who  are  in 
school  now,  and  to  those  who  nro  yet 
to  come. 

“So  with  this  in  viow  we  believe 
that  we  could  do  nothing  that  would 
bring  moro  happinoss  to  those  who  are 
yet  to  .come  to  our  Colloge  than  to 
follow  in  the  steps  of  tho  class  of 
1925,  which  presented  a  gift  in  money, 
as  a  nucleus  of  a  permanent  endowment 
fund  for  our  College  library,  tho  in¬ 
terest  accruing  from  this  fund  to  bo 
used  in  buying  books.  This  class  also 
presontod  a  placqiie  upon  tho  surface 
of  which  are  to  be  placed  brass  plates 
boaring  tho  names  of  all  contributors 
to  the  fund.  ,''*•■ 

“Tlio  Sonior  Class  of  1926  is  glad  to 
havo  the  opportunity  of  placing  its 
name  upon  one  of.  these  plates  as  a 
contributor  to  such  a  noble  cause. 

“Friends  of  ours,  and  of  our  Aima 
Mator,  it  is  our  hope  that  others  may 
catch  the  vision  that  will  lead  them  to 
contribute  to  this  gift..  Tlion  in  years 
to  come  we  may  look  baclc  upon  our 
efforts  and  feel  proud  that  we  have  had 
a  part  in  laying  the  foundation  of  such 
a  great  sturcture. 

“At  this  time  iii  behalf  of  tho  Senior 
Class  of  1926,  I  wish  to  present  to  'tho 
pollegg  our  gift  in  ,monoy  to  be  added 
to  tho  permanent'  endowment  fund  for 
tho  College  library,”

In  accordance  with  the  auuual  cus¬ 
tom,  the  Senior  Class  presented  jo  the 
College  a  tree  to  be  planted  upon  tire 
campus,  The  tree,  it  silver  bireh, ,  was 
presented  just  before  tho  Senior  play 
Tuesday  oveniug  by  Martha  Kennedy.

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Carry  Ideals  of 
College  Out  Into 
Life, Says  Cooper 

Baccalaureate  Speaker  Declares  Test 
of  College  Training  Will  Depend  on 
Application  of  These  Ideals. 

“You  of  this  class  have  drilled  your 
minds  for  four  years  in  College  and 
the  test  of  whether  these  four  years 
will  mean  anything  to  you  will  depend 
whether  or  .not  you  will  be  able  to  carry 
on  into  your  life  these  ideals  of  a 
trained  mind  which  loves  truth,  lit¬ 
erature,  music,  art,  and  service  to  your 
fellowmen.  ” 

This  is  the  test  of  a  college  training, 
the  Rev.  Joseph  A.  Cooper,  former  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  here, 
told  members  of  the  graduating  class 
Sunday  morning  in  his  baccalaureate 
nddre93  on  the  subject,  “What  Does 
Religion  Expect  From  the  College 
Graduate?”  In  a  clear,  brief,  concise 
mnnner,  Mr.  Cooper  delivered  one  of 
the  best  addresses  heard  from  the  Col¬ 
lege  platform  this  year. 

A  large  crowd  attended  these  servic¬ 
es.  ’  The  members  of  the  graduating 
class,  led  by  Burdette  Yeo,  Junior  presi¬ 
dent,  marched  to  their  seats  as  the  pro¬ 
cessional,  “O  ,God  Beneath  Thy  Guid¬ 
ing  Hand,”  was  sung  by  a  chorus  di¬ 
rected  by  Mr.  Gardner.  The  invocation  - 
and  benediction  were  given  by  the  Rev. 
R.  A.  Mitchell  of  the  South  Methodist 
Church.  The  scripture  reading  wa9  read 
by  the  Rev.  Win.  N.  Dewar  of  the 
Presbyterian  '  Church  and  the  prayer 
was  led  by  Dr.  C.  C.  James  of  the 
First  Methodist  Church. 

Opening  his  address  Mr.  Cooper  stat¬ 
ed  that,  “There  is  no, institution  of 
higher  lenrning,  except  those  schools 
whch  I  .have  attended  ns  a  student, 
whero  my  heart  has  been  more  than  ■ 
here  at-  S.  T.  C.  I  count  it  a  privilege 
to  take  part  in  the  religious  services  of 
this  commencement. ’*■  Mr.  Cooper  has 
long  been  a  faithful  friend  of  this  Col¬ 
loge. 

“I  know  of  no  institution  in  modern 
life  where  the  power  of  an  ideal  is 
more  apparent,  and  I  want  to  speak  ' 
of  this,”  lie  continued.  “There  is  evi¬ 
dence  of  'that  trjjth  in  'commencement. 
Graduation  has  been  your  goal  for  four 
years  and  commencement  has  been  an 
ideal.  It  has  beon  impossible  for  you  to 
go  through  this  institution  and  not 
find  in  every  class  and  in  every  activ¬ 
ity  something  definite  for  which  you 
could  work.  You  couldn’t  debate  with¬ 
out  a  goal  bgfore  you,  you  couldn ’t  rep¬ 
resent  your  society  in  tlio  contests,  you 
couldn’t  take  part  in  any  athletics. 

“As  you  look  back  over  your  Col¬ 
lege  life  you  will  remember,  not  the  ■ 
times  you  have  worked  for  yourself  but 
the  preparation  which’  will-  make  you 
a  better  servico  of  mankind.  The  folks 
you  will,  honor  after  these  four  years 
will  bo  the  ones  who  have  not  worked 
for  themselves  but  for  you.  The  more 
you  havo  strained  and  toiled,  the  more 
you  havo  suffered  and  worked,  tho  more 
College  lifo  will  mean  to  you.  You  will 
honor  more  those  in  S.*  T.  C.  who  havo 
served  you.  •  . 

Tho  Power  of  Ideals 
“As  graduates  of  this,  a  teacher¬ 
training  institution  you  havo  not  been 
trained,  to  bo  church  efficiency  people. 
But  you  have  been  trained  in  the  all- 
important  religious  factors  of  unself¬ 
ishness,  comrndship,  service,  nnd  ideal¬ 
ism.  TIicbo  nro  the  religious' contribu¬ 
tions  of  your  College. 

You  havo  been  trained  to  know'  moro 
of  your  body,  the  liouso  in  which  you 
live;  you  know  moro  about  food,  sleep 
and  tlio  interlinking  of  your  body  and 
mind  than  any  people  have  over  known 
boforo.  You  have-  received  fine  train¬ 
ing  in  social  contacts  in  tho' classroom', 
in  your  dubs  ana  societies.  But  the  only 
value  of  this  training  to  4  you  will  bo 
the  mnnner  in  which  you  servo  as'  a 
toadied,  a  lawyer  or  whatever  profes¬ 
sion  juju  ontor.  . 

The  Commencement 
“The  tdst  of  your  commencement  is 
whether  you  can  transfor  your  colloge 
training  and  college  idonls  into  tlio 
servico  of  your  country,  your  statOr- 
your  homo,  and  ypur  fdlowmnn.  You 
will  know  in  yonrs  to  come  as  you  do 
not  know  now  why  this  period  in  your 
lifo  is  cailcd  commencement  instead  of 
|  tho  completion  of  a  task. 

“Remember  Paul’s  word  to  the  Phil-' 
lipians/Lot  this  mind  be  in  you  which 
was  also  in  Christ  Jesus,’  Paul  count¬ 
ed  himself  a  servant  of  tho  human  race 
mid  followed  that  ideal  linto  death.
